Stated briefly end in broad, the ultimsete objectives 
of the budget and accounting work of the TCA in Saudi Arabia 
are; to assist the oAG to achieve a budget system which will 
permit them to make the most effective use of their excellent 
revenues for the realistic development of the country and 
betterwent of living conditions of ite people; to assist the 
SAG to accumulate needed reserves for protection against 
possible future reduction of incowe or future periode of ex» 
céeptionel expense oullays, and to provect and stabilize its 
currency; to assist the cAG@ to improve ite control aechane 
ieme, perticularly accounting systeus, so thal properly con- 
ceived and executed budgets way be aduinievered in an 6ffecte 
ive and orderly asnner. 


These objectives are long range and in the sense of 
absoluce perfection may never be fully uchieved. However, 
taking eccounl of the Consistently constructive sleps taken 
H His Uajesty, the King of Caudi Arabia, His Royal Highness 
vhe Crown firince, His Bxcellency the Minister of Finance, 
and other Government officials, these objectives could be

5. The Ministry of Finance has been given jurisdiction over 
the departmental accountants and accounting systeus. 


All of these actions on the part of the Government are desiree 
able and beneficial, but the serious threat to these end future 
actions is the weakness of the control systems, both centralized 
and decentralized. Accordingly, the most immediate attention of 
the TCA mission should be directed to the improvement of controls, 
particularly accounting. During the next year it should be possible 
to accomplish the following: 


1. Develop and install a system whereby commitments (obliga. 
tions) by eny part of the Government are promptly recorded es 
charges ageinst the appropriate budget chapter. 


2. Further improve the budget format and clessification 
system, moving toward e firm system of fixed functional and object 
Class delineation for plenning and control purposes. 


3. Improve the actual accounts and posting media, and devise 
a systeu whereby the processing of documents and posting of ete 
counts is accelereted and reguler current reports on budgetary 
balances cen be relied upon to be reasonably current. 


During the cajendar year 1954 the following objectives will 
obtain: 


1. Devise procedures which will begin to tieein ‘economic 
planning" more closely with finencis] planning. 


2. Gain a greater measure of control over the "Riyadh 
budget", either by use of a system involving ea "percentege" 
limitation, or by one calling for complete disclosure and bude 
abet of all but the personal expenditures out of the Kiyedh 

Udgel. 


3. Improve " be eccounting systems for development 
and construction, including improved time scheduling of projects. 


4. Consider adjustments in the organization and etsffing 
of the portions of the Kinistry of Finance concerned with budget 
and accounting. 


The program outlined above must be considered contingent upon 
two factors which are not within the power of the mission to control; 
1. The serious lack of trained and qualified accounting personnel; 
and, 2 The constent threat of complete upset of the financiel plan

Also the Budget showed e great interest in the fulfillment of 
public security projects and the welfare of its members within possible 
limits, 

The Budget has also fulfilled a generous Koyal wish for the ens 
courageiment of the judiciary, so their salaries were increased in come 
pliance with their position in society, The best was done in the 
Budget to help teachers and scholers, for the Department of Education 
has always been under the patronaze of His Highness the Crown Prince; 
on the other hand the Ministry of Finance has eccomplished a lot by 
establishing quite a number of different kinds of schools, which help 
the teachers to perform their duties by obliterating illiteracy, fight- 
ing ignorance and spreading education, 

The Budget then met the formation of the modern Ministry of Health 
with satisfection and nleesure, as its huge allocations were sanctioned 
and the constructive heelth projects were met with consent, taking into 
consideration that the Ministry of Health shall raise the general stan- 
dard of health among all classes of the nation, by giving them access

This Budget aims at the accomplishment of a net of roads, widening 
and maintaining of roads, and supplying with greater amount of water the 
towns of Mecca, Riyadh, Medine, Jeddah, Taif, Yanbu, Jizan and Wajh, as 
special sums have been allocated for canalizing water from its resources. 

Also this Budget has taken into consideration the construction of 
dams in the suburbs of Vecca, Riyadh, and Taif, for the benefits derived

This regulation shall be know as the High Eoonomic council

The President of the Oouncil may, when necessary, invite to the 
sessions uf tiie Comcil persons whose expert opinion he wishes to hear 
er Heads of Departments concerned as need be. These shal] have the right 
to take part in the debates but not in the voting. ‘The President may 
also form (either from the members of the Council or from outsiders or 
frem both combined) sub-cemmitices to study certain matters whieh the 
President will define and to submit their recommendations thereon to the 
Council. 


PART B: Jurisdiction of the @ouncil 


Article 3 


The High Economic Council is an advisory bo¢y whose duty it is to 
look into matters referred to them affecting the economio affaira of the 
ceuntry and the premotion of the general national wealth and to submit 
reoummendations thereon to the high authorities. The Government will 
jeoide whether or not to accept, modify or reject such recommendations.

From the Minister of Finance to the 
Ministries and Departments

Greetings, 1 have the pleasure to inform you that the proposed 
State Budget of the year 137101372 has been crowned with the Royal con» 
firmation and has become a law effective as from 15/7/1871. 

It 1s obvious that the expenses actually spent in the interest of 
the State, are legel expenditure which is definitely considered as an 
expense and should necessarily be included in the Budget, 

As regards Budget savings and sums that remain unspent, they are to 
be possessed by the Public Treasury Fund, Also savings attained as a 
result of the carefulness and attention of the Ministry or Department 
which acted reasonably when paying those expenses, shall be returned to 
the Treasury Fund and a letter of thanks issued by the Ministry of 
Finance shall be addrossed to tho Ministry or Department in question 
for their true participation in pressing thelr expenses, All savings 
presonted by the Ministries and Governmont Departments shall be transe 
ferred to the tate General Reserve which shall be deposited in the 
Saudi Arablan Monetary Agency within the Blocked Keserve from which no 
amount shall be drawn except within the limits of absolute necessity 
permitted by the law issued for this purpose, which shall declare the 


reason and excuses for the utilisation of a part of the said reserve.

It should be observed that the awount allocated in any Budget for 
a Ministry or Department has been assigned to meet all its expenses 
whether big or smell, Those expenses include taxes, custom duties, import 
charges and charges on native and foreign employees, whether those charges 
are due on them personally or on their belongings. Thus the door has been 
closed in the face of exemption transportation and accommodation at 
hotels at the expense of the State, and it is no more possible to bear 
any expense not included in the Budget, where expenses have been plainly 
and accurately put, 

The implementation of the Budget requires complete supervision of 
the Finance Ministry over expenditure, either directly or through its 
financial secretary, ‘This job is delicate and is adopted by ell modern 
countries, in return for the undertaking of the Ministry of Finance to 
satisfy the wishes of the Ministries and Departments at the consideration 
of the Budget proposal, ‘The Budget, as it is well know, is a means to 
two ends: the first is the stabilization of the State and its steps 
forward in order to keep its entity strong and grand, The second is the 
spreading of prosperity among all classes of the nation and to help them 
economically, and the development of their wealth resources, so that 
they may be able to supply the treasury with continuous income, As it is 
imerative to collect funds for these two purposes, it is also necessary 
thet expenditure should properly be made for its objects, justified by 
matters of fact and the welfare of the people, 

The cooperation which this Ministry hopes to attain with all 
Ministries and Departments, 18 one of the strongest causes which fulfill 
the wish of His Majesty the King,

Our revenue has increased by 50%, and in spite of the fact that 
this inorease was due to a special economic situation, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment did not want to keep this sum as e reserve for the State, since the 
Kingdom needs a lot of organization, and only a small part of the peoples 
welfare has been accomplished, Consequently, the generous orders were 
given to expand works, take care of the vital public utilities, and to 
allocate figures of the Budget in e way #0 -8 to be semieflexible, 

When the Budget is carried out wisely and faithfully, the nation 
shall feel happy end prosperous more than before, The expansion made has 
exhausted thet increase in revenue and required more, had it not been 
for the King (God save Him) who ordered the gradual perfection and the 
carrying out of what is necessary, by pressing His personal expenditure 
to a far extent, It is incumbent upon the Ministries and State's men 
to follow the example set by His Majesty the King.

6. In the case of vacancies in the Government cadre, such vacancies 
shell not be filled except after permission from the Finance Ministry 
in advance, though the matter relates to the concerned department; so 
that the seid Ministry shall know the justification of the persistent 
need, of glad, as a sincere trustee, to meet with participation and 
help in shouldering my responsibilities and burdens, being sure of your

Animal Wealth 


Several dry seasons elapsed and were the cause for a big shrinkage 
in the animal wealth and the imported species were not of the same standard 
as the old species from a point of view of quality of meat, wool and abundance 
of milk as well as the endurance to sustain desert conditions. 


Remnants of the old species are, however, multiplying and if weather 
and rain conditions are favourable it is hoped that all that was lost will 
be regained,

PRODUCTION AND SURVEYS 


Agricultural production is progressing concurrently with Government's 
efforts to raise the standard of living of farmers in order to increase 
their output.potential, Loans and grants are being issued to farmers in 
Saudi Arabia in/‘form of material and equipment. 


The area of producing land has consequently increased and imports of 
wheat has dropped from 73,053 tons in 49/50 to 29980 tons in 50/51. 


Dates comprise a major part of food consumption and in many areas 
it is the main diet. The number of date trees is estimated at 9,000,000 
averaging 250,000 tons annually,

43,702 fruit trees were distributed during/previous two years and 
38,970 nursery plants from the model agricultural stations were distributed 
in one year, 


The vegetable production in Saudi Arabia is estimated at 10,000 tons 
per year,

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FOOD CONDITION 


Food condition is progressing simultaneously with improvement of 
agricultural production as detailed above. 


The country, in relation to food consumption, is divided into three 
sections. 


1, Eastern and northern sector including Nejd. The people living 
in this sector depend on rice, dates and milk for their sustenance. 


Cattle, as well, forms a major part of their food needs. 


2. Southern Coastal Sector including Sarah mountain range. 
Inhabitants of this sector live on maize, dukhn, wheat, meat 
and milk products. Maize, dukhn and wheat are grown in this 
sector but the quantity of the produce depends on the rainfall, 


3. Hijaz or upper Red Sea sector, The min foods in this sector 
are wheat, rice, meat, milk products; but as this sector is 


comparatively poor in its agricultural possibilities, with the 
exception of the mountain districts, and some oasis, it is 
dependent for its food on neighboring districts and on imports 
from abroad especially as the inhabitants of this district are 
multiplying rapidly in addition to the vast number of pilgrims 
in the Haj season. 


The proposal made by Mohd. A. Abbas, F.A.0. expert,concerning the 
preservation of meat accumulatiey during the Haj season is under very 
careful consideration from/ religious as well as the economical point 
of view. 


Proposals for a wider fishing industry are also being considered. 
FUTURE PROJECTS AND PROPOSALS" 


Careful studies are being mde for the improvement of agricultural 
possibilities as well as the animal wealthy Machinery and equipment is 
being imported and it is suggested that all kinds of machines and equipment 
be imported on a bigger scale and in accordance with the plans made by the 
F.A.0, and Point IV experts. 


It is also suggested that wild olive trees be taken care of, forests 
planted, roads constructed to facilitate transportation, 


Finally,it is hoped that good results will be achieved in the course 
of time and in accordance with approved plans,

A REVIEW OF THE GENERAL HEALTH PROJECTS 
AND HOSPITALS IN SAUDI ARABIA 
MECCA 


I, Health Establishments 


A, H.M, Hospital in Zaher will be completed this year, It will contain 
200 patients, Thirty-four single bed rooms, forty-four double bed roons, 
8 halls with eighteen beds each and the remaining rooms of the third class 
will contain four beds each. The hospital will have 2 halls for surgeries 
equipped with the necessary electrical apparatus, @@water drainage. 


B. The maternity hospital at Jarwal will handle child birth only, There 
will also be a special hospital for woman diseases with fifty beds. The 
specialized doctors for those hospitals together with a sufficient number of 
nurses and midwives will be recruited from outside in addition to those 
serving at present, Attention is also invited to the "General Hospital" 
at Ajyad that has 150 beds and contains various medical branches viz: X-ray, 
chemical laboratories, surgeries, women, eye and internal diseases and 
midwifery. 


C. Three health centers will be established in Shamieh, e*alla and 
Shubeikeh quarters. 


D. A health center will also be established in Masfala with two stories 
that will contain 12 patients, Apart from the clinic, pharmacy and dormitory 
for the doctors, 


TI, Protective Medicine 


The Ministry of Health founded 4 mobile units, made up of 3 doctors each, 
namely: a surgeon, an occulist and a preventive doctor in addition to the 
technical assistants and men nurses, The required number of cars together 
with a movable tent hospital have already been furnished to every unit, Zach 
unit will visit the districts that have no doctors or health centers, 
especially the beduins, Their duties will be to fight diseases, give the 
various necessary injections and operate when and if necessary. ‘Two cars 
complete with an operating room, an X-ray, a laboratory and dentist's 
apparatus have already been ordered.from England to accompany these mobile 
units in their tours, 


TI] General Irojects 


A. Work on the general sewerage system began in the year 1370 and will be 
completed in two years time.

I, Health Establishments 


A, A maternity and woman surgery hospital has been established, It is 
run by specialized doctors and has thirty beds. 


B. New sections were added to the ophthalmic hospital which now has 
one hundred fifty beds, and it is being run by specialized doctors. 


C. A few sections were added to the general hospital which now has 
one hundred fifty beds for internal diseases and cases for operations. 


TI, Quarantine Establishments 


Work has begun on the new quarantine station situated 5 K.M. to the south 
of Jeddah. The plan was seen and approved by the International Health 
Organization, It was also shown to the Institution of Hot Countries! 
Diseases in London, to Dr. Gillmoor, to the representative of the I.H,0. 
in Alexandria (Dr. W. Omar, who purused it in conjunction with the Director 
General of Health in SAG and the engineer of John Howard Company), Minor 
changes were made in the bathrooms for men and women by separating them 
one from the other with a corridor to be used for inspection purposes only 
by doctors and nurse he work was undertaken by "A'awar Co," and is to be 
handed over within 13 months from the date of commencement, Sixty-four 
halls for the 3rd class have already been built and work has already begun 
on the other classes. It is expected that by the beginning of Al-Hajseason, 
the major part of this station will be ready, It will be enough spacious to 


” accommodate/ 
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accommodate 3500 pilgrims, It will also have a separate general hospital, 
a quarantine hospital and laboratories, Running water, electricity, a 
drainage system, dormitories for employees and contractors (for the food- 
stuffs and restaurant), will be furnished, ‘The lst class will have one 
bed rooms and the 2nd class will be two bed rooms. It is divided into 
different sections, so that it will be easy to isolate any section from 
the others to avoid intermingling, The corridors between the various 
sections will be asphalted. A fumigation and incineration section will 
also be attached. 


III, International Organization Grants 


An agreement has been drawn with the International Health Organization 
through its district office in Alexandria to bring to Saudi Arabia three 
teams as follows: 


A, Anti-malarial team. This team arrived in Saudi Arabia on 6/26/71 
and is composed of Dr. M, A. Shukri, Dr. A.A, Zehbar and Assistant 
Dr. AL. Laithi. The Ministry has delegated Dr. H. Nasseef to head the 
Randi team and to cooperate with the international team during its stay, 
Afterwhile the Saudi Arabian team will take over and carry on with the work, 
The Ministry also asked Dr. Sharcholme, Director of the International 
Organization to send insecticides in large and sufficient quantities, costs 
of which have already been remitted and their receipt is expected shortly. 


B, Hereditary team, This team has not arrived yet, The Ministry 
designated Dr, F, Abu Ghazaleh who specialized in Heredity on the account 
of the International Health Organization to work in conjunction with this 
team on its arrival, 


C. Quarantine and Insects Expert, to run the new quarantine station, 
is expected to arrive and to bring with him the equipment contributed by 
the International Health Organization in accordance with the agreement, 
The Ministry appointed Dr. A, Hashem who specialized in quarantine on 
the account of the International Health Organization to work with the 
international team, 


IV. Edlgrims' Compound 


A Pilgrims’ Compound has been established in the vicinity of the Jeddah 
Port. It has running water and a health center with a doctor and the 
necessary medicine and employees. 


V. Fort Quarantine 


A quarantine was established at the new port to inspect the pilgrims 
on their arrival.

(1) The provisions of the first article which reads as 
follows: "Under no circumstances whatsoever is it 
permitted to promote an employee to a higher grade 
except in accordance with the terms of Articles 24 
and 25 of the present 'Staff Regulations'", 


(2) The provision of the second article forbidding the 
filling of a vacant post. 


(3) The provisions of the third article rendering every 
surplus a right of the Treasury. 


(4) The provisions of the Circular forbidding the clearance 
of goods and charging the cost to the account of the 
Government, 


The Government of H.M. the King intends to improve the

4~ It is strictly forbidden to occure offices in the budget of the 
coming year,unless absolute necessity and the advantage of the work 
should request,provided that,causual statement must be submitted 
with reasonable remarks for this occurrence,and after that the 
Ministry of Finance has the right to accept or refuse, 

5= It is strictly forbidden to fill vacancy,during this year,which 
ocupant was pensioned died, resigned, dismissed or left the office, 
with more inserted salary than in the budget, 

6- It is forbidden to appoint officials on the savings of the budget, 
and if the ministry or administration was obliged to the appointment 
it will be temporary,as an employee out of the scale, 

7=- The general expenditure,from rents,lighting,water and sundries,will 
be listed according to the avarage of the past three years, 


Regarding estimating the furnitures,clothes, 
feedings,and all that come under general expenditure,every ministry and 
administration should inform about in the narrowest Linitation of intire 
economy seeking for the public intrest of the treasury,in order that, the 
Ministry of Finance may supply them with their all requests and organize 
the administrating system successfully ,. 


The Ministry of Finance will continue dispatching 
schedutes concerning the budget according to the budget basic,and all 
ministries and administrations,when sending their estimations of their 
budgets of 71-72 mst delegate an official to disctss with the Ministry 
of Finance and explains whatever is mysterious.
